For myself, I verily believe 
that the best security for the permanence of 
slavery it adequate a* ample protection to tbe 
slave at our hands. 


Slavery not being tolerated in England, no 


ca*e precisely could be found in the reports ot 
that country. In our judgment, the ease of 
rent for demise premises, and that of the hire 
of negroes, is not only strikingly but strictly n- 
nalygoui. One it compensation for tbe use of 
houses and lands, the other for slaves. Anil if 
the courts will not relieve the tenant from the 
payment of reiit, when the demits premises 
are destroyed by casuality. and we have- held 
that they could not, still mure emphatically 
does policy at least, if not principle, forbid re- 
lief against the hire of a negro who hat died 
before the expiration of the term 


We have great respect (ot the dietingnished 


Chancellor of Virginia who decided diflerent- 
ly, and fer the able tribunals in our sister states 
who have subscribed to tbe doctrine thus es- 
tablished 
Eutertuing a contrary view of this 


question, both upon principle and policy, we 
cannot interfere to discharge Mr. Lennard from 
his undertaking fairly and freely made, howev- 
er hard it may appear.

pressing effect upon ship-owners. The Beet in 
the Oohottk Sea, comprising about two hun- 
dred tail.have met with little lucees* tlnoeour 
lust advlcet.the whale* being tcnrce and small. 
Tbe average catch will probably not exceed 
760 barrel*, which i* scarcely more than one- 
half the average of tbe preceding aeaa«n.—

WbBlr Fiifccrr. 


The Whaling interest of the United State* is 


ono of the most Important of nur commercial 
affair*. It has made thousands of men rich,and 
it* history ha* been one of the most daring and 
adventurou* in the annal* of navigation. 
The 


city nf New Dedfurd in the mo*t wealthy city, 
iu proportion and its inhabitants, on the Globe. 
The prospect* fur thu present year, however, 
are not flattering. Our advices from California 
were to that eft'ect. The New-Bedford Mercu- 
ry tbu* turns them up: 


"Copious reports from the whaling fleet in 


tho Ouhotsk and Arctic Sean, received here 
on SaturJay,na the Sandwich Island* nnd Cal- 
ifornia, more than corroborates tbe unfavorable 
report* prevlouily received, and have had a de- 
pressing effect upon ship-owner*. The Uoet in 
the Uchotsk Sea, ooinprixinK about two hun- 
dred sail,have mot with little success since our 
last advlue*,the whales being scarce and small. 
Tbe average catch will probably not exceed 
750 barrels, which Is *oaroely more than one- 
half tbe avenure of the preceding *ea*on.— 
From the Arctic the advices are still more dis- 
astrous The fleet comprise* about fifty tail.of 
whioh, up to the 15th of Sept. latt, about one- 
half have been hoard from, and the average 
dnea nut exceed two whale*. The ibtpa whioh 
had arrived at the Sandwich Island*, Including 
one at Payta, up to tha 18th of October, 11 In 
number from both sea*, and Rod lac, have only 
averaged 777 bbls.

Apart from the principle* involved, motive* 


of public policy forbid a reciiion of tbis con- 
tract. Humanity to this dependent and subor- 
dinate class of our population requires that we 
ebould remove from their hirer or temporary 
owner all temptation to neglect them in *ick- 
n«ss, or to expose them to situations of unusu- 
al peril and jeqpardy. We «ay to thrm, go, 
and they must go; stay, and they must stay ; 
whether it be oa railroads, the mined, the in- 
fected district* or anywhere else. Let us not 
increase their danger by making it the interest 
to the hirer to get rid of hi* contract when it 
proves to be unprofitable. 
Every safeguard 


consistent witb the stnbility of the institution 
of slavery should he thrown around the lives 
of these people. For myself, I verily believe 
that the best security for tbe permanence of 
slavery is adequate as ample protection to the 
slave at our hands. 


Slavery not being tolerated in England, no 


cnse precisely could be found in toe reports of 
thnt country. In our judgment, the oa.se of 
rt'iit for demise premises, and that of tbo hire 
of urgroas, is not only strikingly but «rictly a- 
nnlygous. One is compensation for the nue of 
linUHfS and landn, th« other for ulaves. And if 
tho court* will not relitve thu tenant from the 
pnytnout of rent, when the demise premises 
tire destroyed by casuality, and we hare held 
that they could not, still ruore emphatically 
doos policy at least, if not principle, forbid re- 
lief against the hire of a negro who has died 
before the expiration of the term. 


We have greftt respect for thu dintingnlshed 


Chancellor of Virginia who decided diflerent- 
ly, and far the nble tribunals iintur sinter states 
who have subscribed to tbe doctrine thus es- 
tablished. Entortaing a contrary view of this 
<]iit'ntion, both upon principle and policy, we 
cannot interfere to discharge Mr. Lcmmrufruni 
hk undertaking fairly and freely made, howev- 
er bard it may appear.
